Trip  to  London 


Miss  Mattio  M.  Dykes,  On  Leave  for 

Advanced  Work,  Tolls  of  Ocean  Voy- 

ago  on  Boat  With  Gold  Star  Mothers. 

Miss  Mattie  Dykes,  who  was  Inst 
year  acting  head  of  the  English  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  College,  and  who  is  now 
an  leave  from  the  College  doing  ad¬ 
vanced  graduato  work  in  English,  in 
London,  recently  wrote  a  letter  to  Mr. 
LaMar  of  the  College  asking  for  the 
College  paper  and  telling  some  of  her 
experiences  in  getting  to  London.  The 
letter  in  part  follows: 

Please  check  mo  up  os  a  paid  Alumni 
Association  member  and  send  the  paper 
to  me  at  the  address  that  follows  my 
name.  Please  don’t  lot  anything  happen 
to  the  paper  so  that  I  miss  a  copy. 
You  see,  I  want  to  keep  an  eye  on  all 
of  you! 

My  trip  across  was  the  most  interest¬ 
ing  voyage  that  I  have  ever  had  dcs- 
spito  tho  fact  that  I  had  grave  misgiv¬ 
ings  about  my  choice  of  boat  when  I 
found  it  was  to  carry  a  group  of  Gold 
Star  Mothers  on  their  pilgrimage  to 
their  sons’’  graves  in  France.  As  the 
passenger  list  posted  on  the  ship  as  we 
went  on  seemed  to  be  almost  entirely 
made  up  of  the  Mothers,  I  feared  I 
should  have  a  most  depressing  voyage. 
But  not  so.  On  tiio  contrary,  it  was  live¬ 
ly  from  start  to  finish.  Eleven  years 
have  dono  much  to  heal  broken  hearts, 
and  besides,  this  trip  was  such  an  ad¬ 
venture  to  so  many  of  the  mothers  that 
tlie  very  thrill  of  it  kept  them  from 
dwelling  upon  sad  memories. 

When  I  say  advenure,  I  really  mean 
it.-  On-board’  Weir'd  home  women  who  lmd 
never  seen  a  train,  much  less  been  on 
one,  until  thoy  entno  to  New  York  to 
take  tho  boat  for  Europe.  Think  of 
what  tho  trip  must  have  meant  in  their 
lives!  Somo  of  tho  women  were  foreign 
horn  and  had  come  steerage  to  America. 
Now  thoy  wore  going  hack  in  such 
grand  stylo  they  could  hardly  beliove  it 
was  not  all  a  dream  from  which  they 
should  suddenly  awake!  Many  had  nev¬ 
er  seen  the  ocean;  many  lmd  never  boon 
on  a  boat  of  any  sort.  Adventure  seem¬ 
ed  to  take  away  tho  yeard.  They  were 
out  for  thrills.  Thoy  craved  now  ex¬ 
perience. 

Tho  oldest  woman  on  board — she  will 
he  eighty  tho  first  day  of  October — 
askod  mo  to  teach  hor  to  play  golf.  And 
a  grand  time  she  had!  “Just  think!” 

I  heard  her  toll  a  number  of  times 
afterwards,  “I  tiod  tho  score  whon  I 
played  golf  with  tile  littlo  school  teach¬ 
er  from  Missouri!”  And  the  “little 
school  tcnclior  from  Missouri”  did  not 
tell  anybody  how  tho  littlo  old  lady 
used  hor  puttor  for  a  pusher  and  made 
holes  under  par!  Yos,  it  was  a  rcnl  ad- 
venturo  to  many  of  thorn. 

They  wero  not  nil  uow  at  traveling. 
•Somo  wore,  ■’wealthy  women  who  lmd 
traveled  widely.  Somo  wore  highly  edu¬ 
cated  and  brilliant  women.  They  were 
having  a  good .  tlmo  too,  helping  tho 
otiicrif  have  a  pleasant  voyage.  I  saw  no 
signs  of  snobbishness  whntovcr.  Their 
spirit  was  excellent.  Tho  women  who 
could  not  road  nor  write  wore  not  al¬ 
lowed  to  fool  uncomfortablo  and  were 
as  much:  ft  port  of  tho  group  ns  any. 

I  thoroughly  enjoyed  myself  seeking 
out  different  typos  and  drawing  thorn 
out.  I  found  soind  interesting  womon. 
Many  lmd  had  ronl  experiences  that 
would  muko  gripping  novols  were  thoy 
put  into  print.  Thoy  coino  from  almost 
evory  stato  in  tho  Union. 

Seeking  out  tho  Mothers  and  ontor- 
taiuing  thorn  aH  well  aS  getting  koou 
onjoymont  mysolf  was  not  my  only 
diversion.  After  tho  first  two  or  three 
days,  wjien  I  slopt  ovory  minuto  I 
could,  I  played  all  day  then  danced 
until  midnight.  Wo  played  deck  golf— 
which  his  far  mpro ;  oxciting  hazard?

Psychiatric  Worker 
Talks  to  Students 


Mrs.  Helen  "TO  tv,  psychiatric  worker 
at  the  United  States  Veteran’s  Bureau 
Hospital  in  Kansas  City,  guvo  an  ad¬ 
dress  on  “Psychiatry”  heforo  one  of 
the  advanced  sociology  clnsscs  taught 
by  O.  Myking  Melius  at  the  Collego,  on 
Thursday  afternoon,  October  10,  Mrs. 
Doty  was  accompanied  by  Miss  Ethel 
Bicmoier,  executive  secretary  of  the 
Buchanan  County  chapter  of  tlie  Ameri¬ 
can  Red  Cross.  She  was  introduced  to 
the  class  by  Mrs.  Fern  Crull  of  the 
local  Red  Cross  chapter. 

In  discussing  tho  insanity  cuiisod  by 
the  World  War  Mrs.  Doty  said  that 
three  hundred  insane  ex-service  men 
wero  being  treated  at  tho  Kansas  City 
Hospital  and  that  there  was  a  waiting 
list  of  over  1000  insane  ex-servico  moil. 
Mrs.  Doty  pointed  out  that  insanity 
w;js  nut  brought  on  suddenly,  but  hud 
its  'foundation  in  maladjustments  ill  the 
early1  lifo  of  tho  child.

In  the  most  impressivo  of  the  confer¬ 
ence  openers,  tiio  Bearcats  went  into 
an  early  season  lead  in  the  M.  I.  A.  A. 
with  a  thousand  per  cont  and  a  45  to  0 
victory  over  tho  Cape  Girardeau  In¬ 
dians,  October  10,  at  tho  College.  Tlie 
Capo  team,  under  tho  coaching  of  Geo. 
Flnmank,  was  rated  ns  one  of  tlie 
league’s  loading  contenders,  hut  tho  op¬ 
position  failed  to  appear. 

For  tiio  first  time  this  year  tlie  Bear¬ 
cat  offense  really  functioned  aS  it  lias 
boon  capable  of  doing.  Play  after  play 
was  good  for  gains,  nnd  Milner’s  passes 
were  good  innumerable)  times  for  long 
gains.  Muryvillo  showed  a  new  style  of 
play  to  the  homo  spectators,  which  had 
tho  visitors  guessing  all  tho  time.  Tho 
backfiohl  formations  wero  entirely  new, 
with  one  man  in  motion  laterally  on 
almost  every  play. 

Max  Knorpp,  first  year  man  for  tho 
Bearcats,  was  responsible  for  a  large 
number  of  scrimmage  gains  for  Mary¬ 
ville,  though  Fischer,  Milner,  Russell, 
and  Mahood  did  tlieir  share.  Vic  Ma- 
liood,  though  not  in  tlie  whole  game, 
nindo  one  of  the  most  sensational  rims 
of  the  whole ‘affair- by  tearing  off  a 
long  o)id  run  along  tho  west  side  of 
tho  field,  laughingly  hut  most  effec¬ 
tively  stiff-arming  three  would-bo  tack- 
lers  ns  ho  went. 

Statistics  favored  Maryville  by  long 
margins  in  nil  departments.  Maryvillo 
made  29  first  downs  to  Capo’s  5;  Yards 
from  scrimmage,  Maryvillo  290,  Capo 
55;  passes  completed,  Maryville  13  for 
190  yards.  Capo  0  for  47  yards. 

The  first  intcrsectionnl  game,  with 
Southwestern  University  nt  Memphis, 
Tennessee,  last  Friday  night,  resulted 
in  a  24  to  13  win  for  tho  Southern  team. 
A  United  Press  correspondent  saw  the 
game  thus: 

A  snarling  Bearcat,  severely  scratched 
in  tho  early  part  of  tho  game  with 
Southwestern  Collego  hero  last  nigiit, 
rallied  to  score  two  touchdowns  in  tho 
Inst  half,  only  to  loso  a  hard  fought 
gamo  in  which  Scoring  was  frequent,  by 
a  score  of  24  to  13. 

The  Southwestern'  Lynx  scored  in1 
oaeli  period,  hut  failed  to  mako  tlieir 
extra  points.  Tho  Maryvillo  aggregation 
had  difficulty  in  getting  started,  tlieir 
plays  being  smonrod,  causing  them  to. 
play  a  defensive  gamo  until  tho  second 
quarter  when  they  found  tlieir  stride. 

An  aerial  attack  ill  tho  third  quarter 
brought  the  Bearcats  down  tho  field  to 
within  scoring  distanco  when  a  pass  to 
Ovormeicr  tallied  tho  first  touchdown 
for  Maryville. 

The  gamo  started  off  with  Southwest¬ 
ern  winning  tho  toaS.  After  nil  exchuiige 
of  punts  Maryvillo  was  forced  to  kick, 
from  which  play  Southwestern  marched 
down  tho  field  to  scoro,  Hinson,  Lynx 
right  half,  making  27  yards  off  tacklo 
to  go  over  the  goal.  LaMar,  fullback, 
failed  to  kick  goal. 

Fischer,  Maryvillo  right  half,  inter¬ 
cepted  a  puss  after  tho  kickoff,  hut  tho 
Bearcats  wero  forcod  to  punt,  iiiul 
Southwestern  carried  the  ball  down  to 
tho  one-yard  lino  as  tho  quarter  ended. 
On  t ho  first  play  of  tho  second  quarter, 
Newton,  quarterback,  plunged  over  for 
tho  second  touchdown,  Tlie  Lynx  again 
failed  to  kick  goal. 

From  tills  tlmo  on  tho  gamo  was  ovon, 
each  team  scoring  two  touchdowns. 

The  Bearcats  kicked  off  aturting  the 
third  quarter,  the  Lynx  again  breaking 
through  to  scoro,  with  IUuson  currying 
tho  bull.  .

Villijalmur  Stefansson,  Sponker  at  the 

Teachers  Mooting  This  Week,  Is  Hon¬ 
ored  For  Scientific  Contribution. 

When  Villijalmur  Slefnnssou  started 
his  third  polar  expedition  in  1013, ‘  tin! 
world  stood  aghast,  •  for  ho  departed 
hearing  a  theory  and  purpose  so  rndienj 
as  to  be  pronounced  interne  by  many  of 
the  best  grounded  experts. 

He  wits  going  into  the  wilderness  of 
the  Northland  to  live  off  tlic  country! 
He  was  going  to  find  food  in  places 
where  it  had  been  announced  by  the 
Encyclopedia  Britnunion  to  be  1  ‘with¬ 
out  animal  life.”  Even  some  of  the 
members  of  the  party  wero  extremely 
skeptical  over  his  contention  that  one 
could  live  almost  anywhere  in  the  Artie 
if  ho  wore  content  to  live,  not  as  Aiucj 
lieans,  but  as  Eskimos.  He  found  a 
mutiny  on  his  hands;  dissension  and  re. 
sislanec — but  through  it  all  ho  held  to 
his  purpose  and  in  the  end  ho  won  out', 
Rtefansson  proved  this  theory  and'  re¬ 
mained  in  the  Artie  for  five' years.-  --,! 

Horn  of  Icelandic  parents  in  Maili; 
tolin,  Canada,  Stefansson  came  to  the 
United  States  as  a  child'  and  was 
brought  ■  up'  on  - the  prairies  Of  Nortt) 
Dakota.  Tn  1003- he  received  from -the 
University  of  Iowa  the- degree  of  A.  B.‘, 
after  which  ho  went  to  Cambridge  foi 
postgraduate  Work  at  Harvard  Universe 
ity.  There  lie  held  a  scholarship  for  one 
year  and  a  fellowship  for  two  years, 
and  during  the  Inst  of  these  years'  lie 
was  a  member  of  the  teaching  staff  of 
the  Department  of  Anthropology "  at 
Harvard. 

In  100G  lie  turned  from  teaching  to 
exploring,  and  joined  the  Leffingwell 
Mikkelsen  expedition  to  the  Arti- 
Ocean,  where  they  spent  one  winter. 
Again,  in  1913,- Stefansson  went  north 
to  study  tho '  Eskimos, -  this  time  head; 
ing  Ins  own  expedition.'  '■•' 

Since  his  return  in-1918  the  gepgraphi 
Seal  .societies  of,  tho  -  world-  havo  rccogi 
nizod  his  'contributions  to  ’  science  by 
eoiil'crriag  on  him -the  greatest  honors 
Ho  has  been  elected  an  Honorary -Eel 
low  of  the  American  Museum  of  Natur 
til  History  of  New  Volk  and  of-  the 
Italian  Geographical  Society. 

Stefansson  is  a  brilliant  and  success 
i'ul  writer  and  is*  tho  author  of  five 
books  and  many  magazine  articles.  His 
lectures  ure  not  only  instructive  but 
entertaining.  A  reporter  on  the  New- 
Orleans  Picayune  wrote  into  his  account 
of  Stofansson’s  appearance  there  that 
lie  had  laughod  as  whole-heartedly—; 
and  quite  as  unexpectedly — ps  he  had 
at  a  lecture  given  by  Irvin  Co  lib.

Perhaps  the  most  outstanding  action 
of  tlie  Student  Council  in  several  Col 
lego  terms  of  school  was  presented  to 
tho  student  body  last  Wednesday  at  ns 
seinbly,  wlidq  the  student  '  President, 
"Pat”  King,  rend  tlic  newly  forinuhit 
ed  "date  rules.”  Tho  new  rules  arc  a 
complete  revision  of  the  old  ones,  an-1 
according  to  Mr.  King,  go  into  effect 
'immediately. 

Tho  new  rules  have  been  in  the  pro 
cess  of  formation  since  the  organization 
of  tljo  Council  several  weeks  ago.  Com¬ 
pletion  of  the  work  camo  larft  Tuesday 
night  and  the  affirmation  of  both  tlic 
Dean  of  Womon  and  of  thc  Administra 
tion  of  the  College  wero  obtained. 

The  new  regulations  are  tlic  culmiii 
ation  of  several  long 'felt  needs  in  tlie 
College  ill  regard  to  student  conduct. 
The  Student  Council  has  made  a  con 
seientious'  effort  to  study  out  the  diffi 
eulties  and  to  remedy  them  in  the  best 
ma inior  possible.  It  is  not  tho  purpose 
of  the  new  code  to  invite  more  laxity,' 
but  it  is  desired  to  place  the  student  on 
his  or  her  honor  rather  tliah  under  iron 
bound  regulations,  which  invito  delib¬ 
erate  infringement.  It  is  expected  that 
the  students  will  be  wise  in  tlieir  in¬ 
terpretation  and  that  they  will  not  take 
such  advantages  of  now  liberties  ns  to 
injure  their  own  scholarship.  Those  who 
formulated  the  new  rules  foci  that  Col-  •' 
login  ns  are  capable  of  regulating  their 
own  affairs  to  a  greater  extent  than 
they  have  boon  permitted,  and  are  put- ;

be  east  on  the  decisions  of  those  who  i
